other services that the city renders to its people. 
All of these things are fine. I want them too. 
But they all cost money. They all cost much 
more money today than they did a few years 
ago. So let's just pay the ante and quit yelling 
about high taxes. We want a modern, well im- 
proved city in whicn to live. We must pay the 


tbill. Why not do it cheerfully?

"I feel like paying a tribute 
to the men 


who serve on the city council. One of their 
added duties is to sit as a board of equaliza- 
tion. We want good men on the council. We 
pay them about enough to keep them in smok- 
ing during the long meetings. 
Any man who 


takes such a job is actuated by a sense of duty 
to his home town. His duties are all in the 
public interest. I do not recall that we have 
ever had a man on the council or in the mayor's 
chair, who was actuated by any selfish interest. 
Instead of knocking their ears down for what 
they do not do, why not give them a pat on 
the back occasionally. My own sense of duty 
to the public isn't strong enough to induce me 
to ever accept such a thankless • task."

WASHINGTON—In all the bitter row be- 


tween the army and the navy, the admirals 
have failed to let the public know about one 
naval activity lor which they deserve great 
credjt—submarines. 


American submarines have made amazing 


progress, and undoubtedly will be the most 
important arm of the navy in the future. 


The end of the war saw German sub- 


marines with new breathing devices for un- 
derwater operation plus a rubber coat which 
prevented radar detection. 
If the war had 


lasted much longer, the new German subs 
would 
have wreaked 
havoc 
on American 


shipping once again. 


Came V-E Day and the Russians took 


over all Nazi submarine yards together with 
German scientists. Result: The Russian U-boat 
today is the most modern in the world. 


However, the U. S. Navy, rushing to -keep 


xjp with the Soviet, has now developed a 
new 
Snorkel 
device permitting 
a sub to 


breathe underwater for days at a time. U. S. 
subs are also capable of the amazing under- 
water speed of 21 knots, though the cruising 
speed is only about 11 knots. 


Not long ago an American U-boat ac- 


tually crossed the Atlantic to England with- 
out once coming to the surface. 


However, American 
experts, not happy 


with this progress, have learned that Russia 
has 
developed 
something 
better 
than 
the 


Snorkel, namely a chemical which generates 
oxygen and thus feeds the engines without 
depending on the Snorkel's pipe extending to 
the surface. So the race for modernization of 
deadly undersea weapons continues. 


' Steel Workers Debate 


The steel worker's acceptance of the fact- 


finding board's proposals in the steel strike 
wasn't nearly as harmonious as CIO boss Phil 
Murray indicated to the press. 


" 
Murray correctly reported that the steel 


workers wage policy committee had "unanim- 
ously" approved the board's findings. How- 
ever, he neglected to say that some local 
steel union leaders kicked over the traces at 
a stormy three-hour meeting in Pittsburgh be- 
fore a vote was taken. 


The loudest protests were voiced by lo- 


cal union 
chiefs in Inland 
Steel 
company 


plants, who pointed out that they had pre- 
viously turned down an inland offer approxi- 
mating the 10-cents-an-hour increase for wel- 
fare and pension benefits recommended by 
the president's fact-finding board. 


How, they asked Murray, could they now 


ask their members to accept something which 
they already had rejected as unsatisfactory? 
The local leaders implored Murray to hold out 
for 
at least 
part 
of the 
12V2-cent-hourly 


straight wage boost originally demanded by 
the union. 


The CIO chief replied that he still con- 


sidered the 12%-cent increase (in addition to 
the 10 cents fpr welfare and pension benefits) 
a just demand. But, he argued that the steel 
workers probably couldn't get any more than 
the board's recommendation even if they stag- 
ed a walkout. Furthermore, a strike would be 
inadvisable in view of the strong weight of 
public opinion behind the fact-finding board. 


"Let's take what we can get and remain 


at work," advised the statesmanlike Murray. 
"I realize that our locals in some plants al- 
ready are getting substantially what the board 
recommended in social security benefits and 
that others have been offered as much. 


"Nevertheless, we are all together in this 


fight. 
If, some locals have something the rest 


of our members do not have, let's even it 
up 
by accepting the board s proposal. We 


can come back for more later when the cir- 
cumstances ar* favorable."

twisting names of schizophrenia 
or dementia praecox. 
This dis- 


order is responsible for a great 
deal o£ anti-Social behavior; in 
many cases persons ill with this 
disease require institutional care. 


A "splitting" of the personality 


is the most characteristic feature. 
The afflicted individual may show 
thoroughly normal behavior in 
some respects and yet be com- 
pletely abnormal hi others. 


The 
most 
prominent 
early 


symptom is likely to be a change 
in the outlook of the 
victim. 


Sometimes a patient will show an 
unusual 
amount 
of 
suspicions. 


Dear friends or relatives may be 
unjustly suspected of persecutions. 
Quite often the first signs consist 
of 
disorderliness 
and 
lack of 


cleanliness. 


Judgment is often impaired. The 


patients frequently complain of 
hearing or seeing strange objects 
which are not there. 
Peculiar 


qualities to the thinking arise. 
The personality is likely to be- 
come gradually alteied. 
Causes Difficult to Find 


The cause of schizophrenia is 


not known. 
Heredity 
probably 


plays some part. 
It has been 


stated that more than half of 
those with 
schizophrenia have 


some family history ol mental 
illness. 


Of the modern treatments avail- 


able, the various shock methods 
seem to be the most promising. 
Shock treatment may have to be 
repeated a good many times and, 
of course, must be given under 
the direction of thoroughly quali- 
fied specialists. 
It does not help 


in all cases, but it certainly offers 
hope for many who could not 
have been helped 3 years ago.

The Britons, who face charges 


of being absent without leave at 
the time of their arrest 18 months 
ago, 
were identified by British 


army authorities as John Boni- 
face, 'Morris Sullivan and Arthur 
Taylor. 


Weary, dirty and marked by 


prison pallor, the four made their 
way on foot to safety in the 
western sectors early today. All 
were hospitalized. The Britons 
were reported "in poor physical 
shape." The U. S. Army said 
Sienkiewicz 
was 
"in 
general 


weakened physical condition, but 
not undernourished." 


Sienkiewicz said he was nab- 


bed by a Russian officer when 
he rode a street car into the 
Soviet sector by mistake Nov. 5 
and his name, carried on his 
identification card, led the Rus- 
sians to believe he was a Polish 
displaced person being used as a 
spy. 


The stockily built soldier told 


tales of ice water duiiking, of 
long questioning, of standing 24 
hours in a cell without room to 
sit or kneel and of "having the 
hell slapped out of me". He said 
he was "questioned

and 


night" for the first 16 days of his 
arrest. 
Slapped In The Face 
"They asked me about guns, 


tanks and troops of the Ameri- 
can Army and promised that if 
I told them they would let me 
go," he ^ said. "When I refused to 
answer a high-ranking 
Russian 


officer slapped me in the face. 


"After that they took my cloth- 
1 es away from me and gave me 
the cold water treatment. That 
was in February and they took 
me into a room naked and stood 
me knee-deep in ice water for 24 
hours." 


The British soldiers also told 


of ice immersions and other tor- 
ture. 


Accounts of the midnight es- 


cape varied in minor details, but 
agreed: Sullivan pierced his cell 
wall, either with a knife or a 
metal leg off his bed, and then 
battered off the locks of the cells 
holding the others.
